Tex as Stockmen Plan to Import Two 
Hundred From Orient. 


J . H. Trimble, one of the leading 
stockmen of Tex as, is at .the head 
o f 
an association which purposes to trans­ 
port camels from the oriental deserts 
to those of New Mex ico, Arizona and 
California and the semiarid wastes ot 
Tex as. 
The association purposes to 
import 200fc*amgls u*id place them on a 
ranch od the Rio Grande, about 15 0 
miles south of Cape Verde. 
The areas mentioned, although fthey 
offer great possibilities to the seekei 
after v aluable metals, are little trav ­ 
ersed either by railroads or wagon 
roads, such as iw^rnld be suitable for 
motor traffic, for the soil, which is 
largely drifting sand, makes the con­ 
struction of dttrable roadway s impos 
sible. 
The camel, with his thick padded 
feet, seems to hav e been ex pressly de 
signed by nature for just this sonf of 
trav el, and, added to Its ability to trav ­ 
el ov er these sandy wastes without tir­ 
ing, the animal’s other characteristics, 
its swiftness, burden bearing power 
and the fact that it « an go long dis­ 
tances without food or _ water, make 
it as av ailable for these American des­ 
ert regions as for those of the orient.

tional election to be held in Mex ico 
u nder proper safegu ards to insu re a 
fa ir ex pression by the v oters at the 
polls; 
the 
adju stm ent 
of 
pending 
claim s of the U nited States against 
Mex ico on term s proposed by the 
U nited States, and the adju stm ent of 
pecu niary claim s of Am erican citizens 
and others throu gh a commission, a r­ 
rangem ents to be m ade for assu ring 
pay m ent w ithin a reasonable time. 
A m bassador W ilson believ es that a 
fair election cou ld be assu red if the 
U nited S tates wou ld insist as one of 
the 
conditions 
for recognizing 
the 
H u erta gov ernm ent, that the present 
m inister cf the interior be displaced 
and a man who believ es in strict con­ 
stitu tional gov ernm ent be nam ed in 
his stead. 
The plan which A m bassa­ 
dor W ilson wou ld hav e this gov ern­ 
m ent follow does not contem plate in­ 
terv ention ex cept u nder the m ost ex ­ 
trem e conditions. 
W ith the H u erta 
gov ernm ent recognized by the United 
S tates and able to obtain fu nds, Am­ 
bassador W ilson believ es it wou ld be 
capable of handling the situ ation w ith­ 
ou t any ou tside aid. 
In his opinion 
H u erta is now the strongest m an in 
tha t cou ntry . 
He added that H u erta 
has 5 0,000 troops in the field and that 
his is the strongest hand u pon which 
the United States c^n rely for bring­ 
ing order ou t of the present chaos. Mr. 
W ilson ack nowledged frank ly that the 
H u erta gov ernm ent a t this m om ent is 
tottering ov er an aby ss; that if it does 
not obtain fu nds in the near fu tu re 
anarchy will resu lt. And R is im possi­ 
ble, he contended, for the H u erta gov ­ 
ernm ent to obtain this financial relief 
so long as the U nited S tates w ithholds 
recognition.

w here they w ere to be fou nd, and the 
ex act tim e when it cou ld be gotten. 
It is reported that sev eral other 
large robberies hav e tak en place w ith­ 
in the past wciek and are being k ept 
secset so that the detectiv es may hav e 
fu ll opportu nity to do their work .

Indiana’s fire loss in July promises 
to be a record-breaker 
because 
o£ 
several large 
conflagrations. 
The 
official record compiled by the state 
fire m arshal's office for the second 
week in July shows 
a greater 
loss 
during that week than for the whole 
month of June. 
That week included 
a $450,000 fire at Michigan City and 
an unusually large number 
of fires 
caused by lightning. 
The total loss from July 8 to 14 
was $771,985, while the loss for the 
whole month of June was 
$532,581 
The third week in July t(ull also show 
a heavy loss when the record is made 
up, because of the half-million-dollar 
fire in the wholesale district in Indi­ 
anapolis. It is expected that the July 
fire loss will reach at least $1,500,000. 
There were 215 fires 
in 
Indiana 
during the second week in July nd 58 
of these were caused hv lightnisg. 
During the entire month of June there 
were 09 fires caused by lightning. Of 
the 58 lightning fires from July 8 to 
14 the fire m arshal’s record shows 
that 55 of the buildings struck were 
not equipped with lightning rods one' 
was equipped, and 
no 
report 
was 
made on this point in the other two 
cases. 
William E. Longley the fire 
marshal, says that the records on this 
point convince him of the 
immense 
saving that might be made in fire loss 
in the rural districts especially» by a 
more general use of lightning rods. 
During that same week there were* 
seven fir e s caused by children playing 
with matches, and ten more 
caused 
by careless use of matches and by 
smokers. 
Twelve fires were caused 
by gasoline explosion, most of which 
are regarded as due to carelessness. 
Sparks from chimneys and locomo­ 
tives caused 20 fires.

The 
damag e to the city is estimated at 
$1,000,000, bu t marrin g o f the cap ital’s 
beau tifu l p arks is so methin g that can ­ 
n o t be ex p ressed in do llars. 
The win d attain ed a v elo city o f six ­ 
ty -six miles an ho u r, acco rdin g to the 
weather bu reau , an d the rain fall fo r 
the ho u r w as a fractio n mo re than two 
in ches. 
Old time residen ts o f W ash­ 
in g to n declared they n ev er had wit­ 
n essed su ch a sto rm here, an d these 
statem en ts were bo rn e o u t by the rec­ 
o rds o f the weather bu reau . 
The rain fell fo r mo re than an ho u r. 
The w in d rag ed aro u n d the cen ter o f 
the city in a way that In dicated that 
two sto rms, o n e fro m the n o rth an d 
o n e fro m the n o rtheast, were co n v erg 
in g . 
The sto rm p lay ed man y p ran ks, 
bo th in the way it mo v ed thin g s aro u n d 
the streets an d in the actio n s it in ­ 
sp ired in p erso n s who feared its ef­ 
fects. 
Fo r the time the city was in 
deep twilig ht. 
When the sto rm settled u p o n the 
cap ital the sen ate wfas in the midst o f 
a debate o n the tariff. The rattlin g o f 
the hailsto n es u p o n the sky lig ht o f the 
sen ate chamber deafen ed the p ro ceed­ 
in g s. 
Vice Presiden t Marshall rap p ed

an d thu s g iv e them a p lace o f safety . 
Emp lo y es o f the sen ate an d wo men 
who were in the g alleries when the 
sto rm bro ke so u g ht safety in the tu n ­ 
n el co n n ectin g the cap ito l with the 
sen ate o ffice bu iJdin g . 
Man y o f the 
wo men were p an icky , esp ecially when 
the co rrido rs o f the cap ito l became so 
dark that it was almo st imp o ssible to 
see. 
On e cap ito l emp lo y e cau g ht in 
the first fitfu l blast had a do llar bill 
thru st in to his han d by the win d. 
He 
is still lo o kin g fo r the o wn er. 
Two men were killed in the co llap se 
o f a three-sto ry bu ildin g in the n o rth­ 
western p art o f the city . 
A do zen 
o ther p erso n s were in ju red mo re o r 
less sev erely In the co llap se o f the 
bu ildin g . 
An o ther man was killed by 
a mass o f fallin g lu mber at the Ameri­ 
can Leag u e baseball p ark. 
W ashin g to n ian s are mo u rn in g chief­ 
ly o v er the dev astatio n o f the W hite 
Ho u se g ro u n ds. Nu mbers o f the g ran d 
o ld trees fell as easy p rey . They w’ere 
to rn u p by the ro o ts. 
The flag which 
flo ats abo v e the W hite Ho u se wrhen 
the p residen t is here was blo wn do wn . 
The cellars were flo o ded. The g ro u n ds 
to the fro n t o f the W hite Ho u se had 
the ap p earan ce o f an u p to rn ju n g le 
after the sto rm had sp en t itself. The 
g ian t trees lay acro ss the p aths, their 
bran ches in tertwin in g . Twig s littered 
the en tire lawm. 
The p residen t re­ 
marked after the sto rm, when he wen t 
to the W hite Ho u se v eran da to v iew 
the wreck o f the o n e time beau tifu l 
lan dscap e: 
“It is a sad, sad sig ht.”
